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> READING ELECTRIC LIGHT TO EXPAND WILMINGTON POWER SUPPLY — 


READING ELECTRIC LIGHT 
ASSURES SELECTMEN 
WILMINGTON WILL HAVE 
PLENTY OF POWER 


Gilbert Stanford, General 
Manager of the Reading Munici- 
pal Light Department has as- 
sured the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen that there will be 
plenty of power available, in 
Wilmington, both this year, 
and in the next few years. 
Stanford met with the select- 
men Monday night. He told the 
Board that another 7,500 KVA 
(kilo-volt-ampere) power line 
is to be brought into Wilming- 
ton soon, to supplement the 
one already leading to this 
town, and ensure that power 
will always be available. 

Wilmington’s cost-rate, for 
electric power, Stanford told 
the Board, was the second 
lowest in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, 

The Reading Electric Light 
has an extensive program of 
improvement and extension of 
electric power facilities, not 
only in Wilmington, but in 
North Reading and Lynnfield 
too, with plans for ties a- 
cross, from one town to an- 
other. Wilmington will have an 
overhead cable, and an under- 
ground one, to supply power. 
The program has been developed 
as a result of a survey by 
Stone & Webster, and several 
million dollars are to be 
spent by 1960, Stanford declar 
ed. There will be two more 
sub-stations in Wilmington, by 
that time. 

Other Business 

In other business of the 
meeting, the Board met with 
Joseph Grey, of Eames Street, 
and denied him a Third Class 
Auto Dealers license. Mr Gray 
was told that the Selectmen do 
not issue licenses for this 
purpose, as it is against the 
Zoning By-Laws, and that those 
currently in use are what are 
known as ‘non-conforming’ 
uses. (A Third Class Auto- 
Dealers license is for the 
collecting and dismantling of 
wrecked automobiles).

PARKING SPACE 


Frank Griffen's parking space, behind the 
Church Street Hardware Store has already made 
an appreciable difference, in Wilmington Square 
as far as parking goes. It sort of proves that 
there were a few local all day parkers, for 
some of the cars in the new lot are there all 
day long. 

The police, we believe, have been instrumental 
in having two hour parking limit signs placed 
on the East side of Main Street. We believe 
Sgt. John Imbimbo has had a hand in this, for 
he has been working closely with the state 
authorities. 

With all the talk about parking problems in 
Wilmington square, there is one thing we should 
not lose sight of. Parkers, all day.long park- 
ers, from Billerica and Tewksbury, and points 
north have come in for their share of denuncia— 
tion, by town officials, store owners, and 
people in general. 

Those all day parkers, it has been stated, 
Wilmingtm people of a place to park. 

But, those all day parkers also swell the num- 
ber of patrons of the Boston & Maine depot. Our 
Wilmington depot enjoys a good position, and 
good standing, with the B&M. We get frequent 
train service, and there is no danger of having 
the depot closed down, as others have been. 
Those out of town, all day parkers are among 
the patrons of the railroad who use the Wilm- 
ington depot. That all day parking of cars is 
a blessing, as well as a curse. 


THE PRICE OF LAND

One effect that can be anticiptted if the town 

votes to rezone the land of Herbert C. Barrows, 
for AVCO, will be a general increase in the va- 
lue of land in Wilmington. 

Real estate prices, to many people are a mys- 
tery, but basically land is worth what it canbe 
sold for, and the more demand, the higher the 
price. Land in Reading and Woburn has been 
worth more than land in wilmington--it was near 
er to Boston, where people earn their living. 
A house might cost $12,000 in either Reading or 
Wilmington, yet in Hesoing the house would sell 
for $14,000, while in Wilmington the asking 
price would be $12,500. It was simply that the 
land was worth more. Similarly, land in places 
further from Boston has still less value. 

Now, with AVCO bringing in a plant that will 
employ 1500 people there will be a sudden de- 
mand for howing. The houses themselves may be 
worth more under the circumstances, but it is

(We say 1500 people because that was a figure 

used by the Real Estate Editor of the Bost m 
Herald--we really dgn't know, ourselves) - 

In more than one instance, it is fortunate 
that this town has just abowt completed its re- 
valuation. According to the latest grapevine 
rumor, the figures should be ready to turn over 
to the Assessors in about two weeks. The in- 
crease in demand for homes, and real estate in 
Wilmington will not affect the value of the re- 
appraisal, but only enhance it. Everybody will 
be starting from the same base, and the Assess- 
ors will really have something to work with. 
How much more will a lot of land be worth? We 
hesitate to guess. We have seen a lot of land, 
in Wilmington, go from $100. to $500. or from 
$500. to $1000., in the past few years. What 
will happen now will depend only on the seller 
and the purchaser. 


THE LOCAL DAIRIES 


There are a few unscrupulous salesmen, for 
some of the out of town milk’ companies, who 
have been trying*to do a "job" on some of our 
local milk producers. These salesmen go from 
door to door, telling ladies with children that 
the local dairies are not to be trusted, and 
that only by buying milk from the firm that the 
Salesman represents can the lady be sure that 
her children gets pure milk. 

This has happened, in the past, and it is ag- 
ain happening today. Such salesmen have been 
in the town, in the past few weeks. 

Of course, competition is competition, but un- 
fair blows of this kind can hardly be described 
as fair. 

The local dairies are doing just 
not more than the out of town dairies, to pro- 
tect their customers. We know on our own part 
that the local milk is generally 24 hours "fr- 
esher" than is that of the milk of certain out 
of town firms. 

Not only that, but, the Town Sani tarian report- 
ed to the Board of Selectmen, Monday night, 
that he hasn't one complaint against any ‘local 
dairy. He has checked them frequently he says, 
and he knows whereof he speaks.

DR. KAY TURNED DOWN POR 
ANIMAL HOSP TAL 


Dr. Sely Kay, of Wakefield, 
a Doctor fo Veterninary Medi- 
cine, has been turned down by 
the Board of Appeals, in an 
attempt to establish an Animal 
Hospital on Grove Avenue, 

The Board of Appeals public 
hearing, on May 17th was att- 
ended by a number of residents 
of the neighborhood, who ex 
pressed fears that there would 
be a kennel, in conjunction 
with the hospital. They were 
sympathetic with Dr. Kay, and 
several of the neighbors hoped 
that such a hospital would be 
established, expressing a th- 
ought that Wilmington could 
use such an establishment. 

Dr. Kay, on his part, pointed 
out that the only animals in 
his hospital would be those in 
need of medication, and that 
sick animals rare ly make any 
noise, 

Other objections came from 
Selectman Frank Hagerty, who, 
as he expressed it ‘as an el- 
ected spokesman for the public 
objected. Selectman Hagerty 
felt that there could be a 
kennel on the site, and he was 
against kennels. 

Dr. Kay told the Board of Ap- 
peals that he wanted to es- 
tablish in Wilmington an ani- 
mal hospital, because he felt 
that this town was a growing 
comunity, and as such could 
use his services. 

After hearing of the decision 
of the Board of Appeals Dr. 
Kay expressed a hope that 
there would be some other loc- 
ation in Wilmington where he 
could establish himself, and 
which would be suitable for an 
animal hospital. 

‘Sick animals, which need 
care, never are nuisances’, 
Doctor Kay pointed out, ‘And 
Wilmington is a town that 
could use the services of a 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine’ 
‘I like it here--I would like 
to do business here, and I can 
promise that no one will be 
bothered by any animals I may 
care for. 

Dr. Kay, who lives in Wake- 
field, was a former Veterinary 
officer for UNNRA, and served 
in both Newport News, Virginia 
and Savannah, Ga., being the 
Chief Veterinarian at the lat- 


ter’ station.

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ABOUT 3000 CHILDREN HAVE 
RECEIVED POLIO SHOTS 


Preliminary figures of the 
Board of Health show that ab- 
out 3000 children of Wilming- 
ton have received their first 
inoculation of Salk polio vac- 
cine, during the past few 
weeks. A number of expectant 
mothers have also received in- 
oculations, 

The Board held their last cli 
nic yesterday, in the American 
Legion Hall, for the purpose 
of ‘makeups’. 

It will take another week of 
bookkeeping, to be certain 

t all children have been in 
la ted. 

The only cause for question, 
in the minds of the Health Au- 
thorities, is in the case of 


children who were taken to 
their family physicians, The 
Board believes that there are 
12 children, in this classi- 
fication who have not yet re- 
ceived their ‘shots’ 

State regulations specified 
that private physicians could 
inoculate the children, if the 
parents so wanted, but that 
each physician cald have no 
less than seven patients, from 
the town which was doing the 
bookkeeping, on the salk vac- 
cine. 

Requests from parents listed 
physicians in many adjacent 
towns and cities. 1 was in 
Chelsea, 3 in Stoneham, 4 in 
Woburn, 2 in Melrose, 2 in So- 
merville, 3 in Wakefield, 2 in 
walden, 5 in Winchester, 1 in 
Lexington, 3 in Reading, 1 in 
Lynnfield, 2 in arlington, 1 
in Lowell, 1 in Chelmsford, 1 
in Billerica, 1 in Andover and 
1 in North Andover. 

With physicians that had less 
than 7 Wilmington patients the 
Board of Health was required 
to cause them to ‘pool’ their 
patients with other nearby phy 
sicians, Thus the Chelmsford, 
Billerica and Lowell physi- 
cians ‘pooled’ their patients, 
and totaled over seven, enabl- 
ing them to get the vaccine 
from Wilmington, Arlington 
and Lexington was a similar 
case. 

But the question still rema- 
ins--did all the children re- 
ceive their inoculations? The 
Board will know in a week or 
two. They consider it import- 
ant, not only from a prevent- 
ative standpoint against a 
possible outbreak of polio 
this summer, but so that they 
can account for every ampoule 
of the vaccine--alout one 
fifth of the communities have 
not yet received any, and the 
local board does not want to 
find itself in a position 
whereby it can be said that a 
single drop of the Salk vac- 
cine was wasted,
